The motive and mystery of Ger- 
many‘s campaign against Riga in Oc- 
tober are out now. Theories varied all 
the way from an iertended attack on 
Petrograd to'a mere attempt to res- 
tore the prestige of the navy after the 


exaggerated reposts of mutiny. But 
the split between Russia and Germany 
over the peace terms explains every- 
thing 


tions that have followed and for the 
purpose of the demand which she has 
just made and which has resulted in 
so much anger in Petrograd. She in- 
tended to take-from Russia the whole 
Baltic sea coast. She had never occu- 
pied ‘the Baltic Provinces before, 
though always able to do so. Now she 
foresaw the approach of peace nego- 
tiations, and saw that the time had 
come to occupy the ground which she 
intended to claim. The famous Article 
II of the German terms, which has 
created such consternation among the 
Bolsheviki, was taken from its proper 
pigeon-hole and examined, and then 
executed by the sending of an army to 
Riga. Only now however, has it been 
offered to the light. 

By this military promenade, Ger- 
many placed herself in readiness for 
the position she now takes, that of 
blandly informing Russia that the 
principle of “no annexations” does 
not apply to the case of Poland, Lith- 
uania, Courland, Esthonia, and Liv- 
onfa, because the future of these pro- 
vinces is already determined—by their 
own people, Germany has the incred- 
ible cynicism to add—and that she 
must retain for the present her gar- 
risons in Riga and Libau. The coun- 
try around Riga was only part of the 
chain which Germany had not taken 
up last October. The invasion of Riga 
was for the purpose of taking it up, 
of extending the chain all the way 
from Poland to Finland, and shutting 
Russia forever from every drop of 
blue water between the Mediterranean 
sea and the Arctic ocean. 

The wrecking of Russia for all time, 
this economic enslavement of her fut- 
ure generations, cannot be permitted. 
Even if the allies could be indifferent 
to the claim of humanity, their own 
interests would not permit them to 
see a monstrous German Empire rise 
upon the ruins of Russia and extend 
its domination from Hamburg to Vla- 
divostok. And that is what Article 
II and the retention of Riga and Lib-
